FYesident-elect Taft and Senator 
Knox, who will be his Secretary of 
State, held a conference at Augusta on 
Cabinet appointments. 

Senator Culberson delivered a warm 
speech in the Senate in regard to the 
President’s action on the steel consoli- 
dation and introduced a resoluton of in- 
quiry. 

A bill was introduced in the Tennes- 
see Senate to prohibit the maufactore 
of intoxicating liquor in that State. 
The bill provides that the law go into 
effect on July 1. 

Gov. Hanly, in his last message to 
the Indiana Legislature, devoted most 
of his attention to the liquor question. 
As has been his custom. Gov. Hanly 
read the message himself. 

Gov. Joseph Folk, of Missouri, in re- 
viewing his administration dwelt on 
ballot reform and regulation of liquor 
traffic. He recommended disfranchise- 
ment of men who failed to vote. 

A resolution was introduced in the 
lower House of the Tennessee Legisla- 
ture providing for an investif^ation of 
the “whisky lobby, the head of which 
is Chaa. M. Lewis, of Sbelbyville, Ky.’’ 

A bill was reported to the Senate 
from the Committee on Finance in- 
creasing the salary of the President of 
the United States from $50,000 to $100,- 
000 a year and the salaries of the Vice 
President and tbe Speaker from $12,000 
to $20,000 a year each. 

The Illinois Republican State Com- 
mittee has been called to meet at 
SpringAeld to-day to take some action 
along party lines relative to the pro- 
posed (Tonteat on ths governorship and 
the breaking of the deadlock that has 
existed between the House and the Sen- 
ate since last Thursday.

Crab Orchard, Jan. 7.— ‘‘Because 
of the condition of the Lincoln eountV 
jail, which is a reproach to civilisation, { 
I pardon this boy.” What a foul slan- 
der od Mrs. Agnea Herrin, the widow- 
ed jailer of the nobleat man that God 
Almighty ever made ! 1 have passed 
many pleasant days in the sunny wvalls 
of that delightful winter resort. At no 
hotel in any State was I ever kinder or 
better treated, or cheaper or better 
fed— my board being entirely free and 
regularly brought to my apartments. I 
Coffee, meat, bread, biscuit, potatoes, | 
beans, turnips, Ac. , and the inroatee so I 
polite. I spoke and treated on fruits I 
and lemonade every day and no auditor 
ever arose and left me while I was 
speaking. When I reluctantly left the 
jail, which was after being threatened 
with an ejectment, I left 27 sighing vo- 
ters behind me. Mr, Herrin promised 
to let mo stay a few days over my 
time. In visiting jails to see my clients 
and for my own misdemeanors, I have 
been confined in several bouses of cor- 
rection, but have never seen any jail 
better, or more orderly kept and pris- 
oners who were fortunate enough to 
sojourn there during the winter, or as 
a summer resort, better fed. That was 
the reason it was so crowded last Feb- 
ruary when I was there. The lament- 
ed Herrin was a nobleman and his wid- 
ow is now a Ducthess dowager. I hope 
the gallant governor will take back a 
thoughtleas declaration unauatained by 
the facta. I have considerable interest 
in the jail. My grand, aristocratic kin- 
folks built one-sixth of it and I am en- 1 
titled to free board there now and then. 
As the "Mountain Tigrees,” Cynthia 
Frye, said when they were putting her 
in the Mt. Vernon jail, "I built that 
jail and have had no good of it yet.” 1 
never get in jail only when in law and 
politics and I shall be in both this year. 

I expect to be in jail before the sum- 
mer campaign is over and in Frank- 
fort when it ends. Hoping that justice 
will be done to the Princess that 'now 
presides Queen of the Culinary depart- 
ment of the Stanford Hostelry, whose 
mission is a jail. I am yours truly,
